NOT GIVEN. 

2. BALINT WAS SCHEDULED DEPART NEW YORK JULY 5. SOME DAYS 
AFTERWARD, HIS LUGGAGE LEFT IN COLUMBIA OFFICE OF ADVISER 
WHO IGNORANT OF HOW BAGS GOT THERE. IT PRESUMED BALINT
